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Nominations  For 
GSNA  Board 

Nominations  may  be  submitted  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  by  any  member  en¬ 
titled  to  vote,  or,  nominations  may  also  be 
solicited  and  accumulated  by  any  member 
in  good  standing  that  is  desirous  of  holding 
an  elected  office.  All  nominations  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary.  Nominations 
from  member  clubs  must  bear  the 
signatures  and  address  of  at  least  two  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  nominating  club.  A  nominee 
must  be  a  member  who  is  entitled  to  hold 
office  under  Article  I,  Section  2  hereof  and 
must  have  been  a  member  in  good  stan¬ 
ding  and  so  entitled  to  hold  office.  In  order 
to  be  a  candidate  for  office,  a  member  must 
receive  at  least  two  (2)  nominations  from 
member  clubs  in  good  standing  and  at  least 
two  (2)  nominations  from  individual 
members  in  good  standing.  No  member 
may  nominate  himself  nor  nominate  a 
number  of  candidates  for  any  office  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  the  number  to  be  elected  therefore. 
The  Secretary  shall  promptly  write  to  each 
nominee  notifying  him  of  such  nominations 
and  requesting  his  written  acceptance  or 
refusal  thereof.  No  nominee  may  accept  a 
nomination  for  more  than  one  elective  of¬ 
fice  in  any  one  election. 

Edward  M.  Meister 
1914  -  1988 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Edward 
M.  Meister  on  Tuesday,  October  18,  1988. 
Ed  was  a  very  active  member  of  the 
Garden  State  Numismatic  Association. 
When  the  association  was  in  the  embryo 
stage  Ed  touted  the  merits  of  the  state 
association  to  the  clubs  in  Bergen  Coun¬ 
ty.  He  was  also  active  in  many  of  the 
GSNA  events,  never  missing  the  annual 
picnic. 

Ed’s  specialty  was  paper  money  collec¬ 
ting  by  districts,  signatures,  and  serial 
numbers.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Socie¬ 
ty  of  Paper  Money  Collectors  and  the 
Paper  Money  Collectors  of  Michigan. 


In  addition,  Ed  was  member  #5333  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Association, 
joining  on  June  1,  1936.  He  became  a  50 
year  member  in  1986.  He  also  belonged 
to  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  Nor¬ 
thern  Valley  Coin  Club,  Bergen  County 
Coin  Club,  Bronx  Coin  Club,  LERA  Coin 
Club  and  the  Red  Rose  Coin  Club  of  Lan¬ 
caster,  PA. 

One  of  Ed's  favorite  stories  was  how  he 
obtained  three  1916  Standing  Liberty 
quarters.  His  “girl  friend”  Ruth,  later  to 
become  his  wife,  worked  as  a  cashier  in 
a  Brooklyn  movie.  It  was  in  the  mid  thirties 
when  she  picked  up  the  three  quarters  in 
change  for  face  value. 

By  trade  Ed  was  a  watch  maker  and 
worked  as  a  salesman  selling  jewelers  sup¬ 
plies,  watch  parts,  and  watch  repair  tools. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Horological 
Society  and  after  retirement  repaired 
watches  as  a  hobby. 

Ed  was  also  a  World  War  II  veteran  of 
the  Singal  Corps  and  served  in  Italy. 

U.S.  Secret  Service 
Seize  Counterfeit 
Paper  Money 

The  U.S.  Secret  Service  in  New  Jersey 
seized  more  than  $400,000  in  counterfeit 
$5  and  $10  bills  and  arrested  three  men  and 
one  woman  for  possessing  and  distributing 
counterfeit  currency. 

According  to  Peter  A.  Cavicchia,  special 
agent  in  charge  of  the  Newark,  N.J. 
district,  most  of  the  money  was  confiscated 
before  it  could  be  passed.  Cavicchia 
believes  a  “few  thousand  dollars”  worth 
of  the  money  may  have  entered  circulation 
in  the  areas  of  Jersey  City  and  the  Bronx 
in  New  York. 

The  arrests  were  made  the  night  ot  Aug. 
12-13.  One  of  those  arrested,  Juan  Peralta, 

46,  had  been  arrested  twice  before  for 
involvement  in  countrfeiting,  according  to 

Cavicchia.  At  the  time  of  this  arrest - 

Peralta  was  out  on  bail  from  an  arrest  in 
June.  He  was  charged  with  distribution  of 
counterfeit  U.S.  currency  in  connection 
with  his  August  arrest. 


Secret  Service  agents  said  Peralta  was 
selling  the  money  for  one-fourth  of  its  face 
value,  or  $25,000  for  $100,000  in  phony 
bills. 

Describing  the  counterfeiters'  product, 
Cavicchia  said,  “It  was  not  a  deceptive 
note.”  Cavicchia  said  he  had  seen  curren¬ 
cy  of  lower  quality  actively  passed,  and 
added  that  “The  American  public  does  not 
examine  their  currency.” 

Cavicchia  said  the  bills  werre  printed  on 
ordinary  bond  paper  and  that  they  look  and 
feel  different  from  genuine  currency  and 
do  not  have  the  red  and  blue  silk  threads 
which  appear  in  real  money. 

The  arrests  came  about  after  the  Secret 
Service  learned  that  $100,000  in  counter¬ 
feit  bills  were  to  be  offered  for  sale  by  a 
New  Jersey  group.  Agents  then  observed 
the  pickup  of  bills  from  peralta  by  Hugo 
Mendez,  27,  of  Jersey  City. 

Mendez  allegedly  then  went  to  the  Bronx 
and  attempted  to  sell  the  counterfeits  to 
Domingo  Pimentel,  35,  and  Rona  Diziel, 
26.  both  residents  of  the  Bronx.  All  four 
persons  arrested  were  charged  with  utter¬ 
ing  counterfeit  U.S.  currency,  according 
to  Agent  Thomas  Farrell  of  the  New  York 
office  of  the  Secret  Service. 

Mendez.  Pimentel  and  Diziel  were  ar¬ 
rested  in  New  York  and  identified  Peralta 
as  the  source  of  the  money.  Peralta  was 
arrested  at  his  home,  where  agents  found 
an  additional  quantity  of  counterfeit  cash. 

Cavicchia  said  Peralta  had  first  been  ar¬ 
rested  for  counterfeiting  in  1984  and  serv¬ 
ed  18  months  of  a  five-year  sentence. 

Omaha 

History  Museum 

One  of  the  rarest  and  most  valuable  coin 
collections  in  the  world  will  be  exhibited 
at  the  Western  Heritage  Museum  in  Omaha 
beginning  in  March,  1989. 

The  coins  are  part  of  the  Byron  Reed 
Collection,  an  extraordinary  collection  of 
rare  coins,  medals,  bank  notes,  books  and 
historical  manuscripts.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  value  of  the  collection  approaches  $15 
million.

Omaha

Omaha  realtor  and  business  leader 
Byron  Reed  gave  the  collection  to  the  City 
of  Omaha  upon  his  death  in  1891.  The  coin 
collection  was  originally  displayed  at  the 
Omaha  Public  Library,  but  for  security 
reasons  it  has  been  kept  in  a  bank  vault 
since  1966 

The  collection  will  now  be  housed  in  the 
Western  Heritage  Museum,  Omaha’s 
history  museum.  Located  in  the  former 
Union  Station,  the  museum  is  itself  an  ar¬ 
chitectural  and  historical  treasure.  Once 
Omaha’s  major  railway  passenger  ter¬ 
minal,  it  is  now  the  only  restored  art  deco 
railway  station  in  the  nation. 

The  exhibition  area  for  the  Byron  Reed 
Collectin  is  being  financed  by  a  $900,000 
grant  from  the  Peter  Kiewit  Foudnation  of 
Omaha.  The  5,000  square  foot  space  will 
include  a  replica  of  Byron  Reed’s  own 
library,  re-created  from  photographs  of  the 
now-razed  Reed  famly  home  in  Omaha. 

Described  as  one  of  the  three  top  coin 
collections  in  the  United  States  and  perhaps 


the  best  U.S.  pattern  collection  in  the 
world,  the  Byron  Reed  coin  collection  also 
contains  some  of  the  world's  rarest  ancient 
coins.  The  17th  and  18th  Century  gold 
coins  of  Austria  and  Prussia  are  especial¬ 
ly  valuable.  Of  the  hundreds  of  coins  in 
the  U.S.  collection,  the  colonial  coins  and 
the  pattern  pieces  are  of  great  value. 

The  Reed  Collection  contains  over  8,000 
coins  and  medals,  1,836  books,  3,243 
pamphlets  and  more  than  2,000  Con¬ 
federate  notes  and  other  bank  notes.  There 
are  over  800  autographs,  including  those 
of  all  United  States  Presidents  to  the  time 
of  Byron  Reed’s  death  in  1891.  The  col¬ 
lection  also  includes  the  signatures  of  many 
other  well-known  historical  figures, 
famous  authors  and  composers.  One  of  the 
most  unusual  artifacts  in  the  Reed 
documents  is  a  Gregorian  Chant  book 
dating  from  the  15th  Century. 

ANA  Seminar 

(The  Colorado  Springs 
Experience) 

The  summer  numismatic  seminar  in  Col¬ 
orado  Springs  is  much  more  than  just  tak¬ 
ing  a  course.  It  is  a  one  week  TOTAL  im¬ 
mersion  in  numismatics! 

Almost  half  the  120  adults  had  attended 
frm  one  to  TWENTY  previous  courses  at 
the  ANA.  Most  of  the  25  YN's  (Young 
Numismatists)  and  a  fair  number  of  the 
adults  had  been  sent  to  the  seminar  by 
local,  state  or  national  club  scholarships. 
Students  came  from  Vermont,  Florida, 
Puerto  Rico,  California,  Hawaii,  Texas, 
Washington  State,  Alaska,  Western 
Canada  and  many  states  in-between. 

Classes  started  at  8:00  a.m.  and  ran  to 
noon  and  after  lunch  from  1 : 00  to  3:30  or 
4:00  p.m.  Projection  slides  (excellent  slide 
groups)  and  knowledgeable  lecturers  were 
the  order  of  each  day.  Classes  included: 
U.S.  Coin  Grading  (the  coure  I  took), 
Coinage  of  the  ancient  world.  Coin 
Photography,  Introduction  to 
Numismatics,  Morgan  and  Peace  Dollars, 
Detection  of  Counterfeit  and  Altered 
Coins,  and  Commemorative  Coins  and 
U.S.  Gold.  1  heard  excellent  reports  from 
students  about  every  course. 

Evenings  were  spent  in  the  ANA  Library 
doing  papers,  looking  up  information  or 
reading  current  coin  articles.  The 
librarians  and  ALL  MEMBERS  of  the 
ANA  staff  were  extremely  helpful  all 
week.  Other  evening  activities  included 
trips  to  play  miniature  golf  for  the  YN's 
and  evening  lectures  on  numismatic  topics. 
During  the  week  we  helped  to  celebrate  the 
ANA  Birthday,  had  graduation  ceremonies 
at  the  Iron  Springs  Chateau  and  observed 
the  opening  of  the  fantastic  Aubrey  and 


Adeline  Bebee  $2  million  paper  money 
collection  at  the  ANA  Museum.  The  col¬ 
lection,  beautifully  displayed  by  Museum 
Curator,  Robert  Hoge,  puts  the  Smith¬ 
sonian  Gold  Collection  exhibit  in 
Washington,  D.C.  to  shame.  Other 
numismatic  activities  included  a  book  and 
magazine  sale  at  ANA  Headquarters  and 
a  coin  show  in  Colorado  Springs.  Two 
local  clubs  furnished  transportation  to  and 
from  ANA  Headquarters  to  the  show  for 
seminar  participants.  An  evening  talk  by 
Richard  S.  Yeoman  (“Mr.  Redbook’’)  was 
another  memorable  experience. 

In  the  course  on  grading  of  U.S.  coins, 
we  were  shown  slides  of  U.S.  coins  for  one 
and  half  days.  This  included  “specifics  to 
look  for,”  high  places  and  wear  areas  on 
obverse  and  reverse  of  all  types  of  coins. 
Then  practical  experience  was  provided  in 
40  Capital  Holders  with  1 ,5.10,25,50  and 
dollar  coins  to  grade.  Each  set  had  coins 
of  different  grades  and  dates.  We  were  ex¬ 
pected  to  grade  Obv. /Reverse  on  an 
answer  sheet.  Lights  and  felt  pads  were 
provided.  I  used  my  own  lens.  After  I 
made  my  first  evaluation,  I  checked  the 
answer  sheet  and  then  looked  over  the  six 
coins  again  to  note  a  blemish,  a  dipping 
or  a  whizzed  coin  I  had  missed.  At  the  end 
of  a  two  or  three  hour  session  my  eyes  hurt 
—  but  I  gained  knowledge  and  did  better 
with  each  group,  missing  fewer  and  fewer 
subtleties  as  I  went  along.  I  did  more  coin 
grading  in  the  week  than  I  had  as  a  collec¬ 
tor  in  a  lifetime! 

The  food  was  great  (college  fare).  I 
could  eat  as  much  as  I  wished  and  had  to 
cut  down  on  consumption  or  risk  the 
bursting  of  clothing.  I  sat  with  two  or  three 
different  numismatists  at  every  meal,  heard 
about  their  clubs  and  activities  and  shared 
ideas  about  coins.  The  dormitories  were 
“typical  college”  rooms.  I  was  so  busy 
that  I  used  my  room  only  to  sleep  or 
change  clothes. 

Wednesday  a  trip  to  the  Denver  Mint 
was  planned.  Participants  were  allowed  on 
the  mint  floor  where  the  coins  were  actual¬ 
ly  produced.  The  group  who  did  not  go  to 
the  mint  switched  classes  so  that  they  could 
observe  other  classes  and  get  a  possible 
“taste”  for  next  year. 

My  special  thanks  to  the  Garden  State 
Numismatic  Association  for  my  adult 
scholarship.  It  provided  an  opportunity  to 
learn  a  great  deal  in  a  short  time  about 
coins  in  real  depth,  talk  to  leaders  in 
numismatics  and  speak  to  many  collectors 
about  what  “worked”  in  their  clubs. 

I  intend  to  be  a  “repeater”  at  Colorado 
Springs  July  9-15,  1989  -  but  1  have  a  pro¬ 
blem.  There  are  FOUR  courses  I  would 
like  to  take!

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Medals  of  the 
Popes 

PART  IV

“The  Renaissance  from  1447  to  1521 
was  seventy-seven  years  of  magnificence 
and  unbeliveable  beauty.”  To  this  day  it 
is  paying  the  price.  Together  with  the 
invention  of  the  press  and  the  extra- 
vagencies  of  the  Popes,  small  voices  of 
protest  grew  into  a  tidal  wave  of  reforma¬ 
tion.  The  popes,  too  busy  with  secular  af¬ 
fairs,  never  heard  or  even  listened  to  the 
outcries  of  the  protestors. 

Two  priests,  one  in  Italy  names 
Savonarola  and  a  German  named  Martin 
Luther  were  the  first  to  be  heard.  Soon 
others  followed.  They  were,  Wycliffein  in 
England.  Zwingli  from  the  territory  North 
and  South  of  Rome  and  Calvin  Wesley  and 
Knox  in  the  English  speaking  areas.  Their 
protests  were  just  that.  Their  rebellion  if 
that  is  what  we  must  call  it,  split  the  church 
as  a  result  of  their  actions  and  left  it  in  dire 
straits.  It  is  today  a  separated  Christian 
Church  with  Lutheran,  Presbyterians, 
Methodists  and  other  sects,  all  worshipping 
the  same  God.  but  by  different  roads  to  the 
same  ultimate  goal. 

Savonarola  was  a  great  orator  who  at¬ 
tracted  many  people.  He  exceeded  the 
bounds  of  discretion  and  was  tried,  and 
found  guilty  of  treason.  He  was  hanged 
and  his  body  was  then  burned  in  the  city 
square.  Luther  used  better  judgement,  he 
made  an  attempt  to  see  the  pope  or  even 
some  members  of  the  Curia  to  warn  them 
of  the  errors  and  excesses  that  were  tak¬ 
ing  place.  No  one  listened.  Upon  return¬ 
ing  home  to  Germany,  still  an  obedient 
Augustinian  Priest,  he  voiced  his  protest. 
People  listened  and  heard.  Frederick  of 
Saxony  and  later  Emperior  Maximilian 
gave  him  protection  and  some  encourage¬ 
ment.  His  principal  target  was  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Mainz  who  took  over  two  secs 
for  their  monetary  worth.  The  sale  of  “in¬ 
dulgences”  was  an  ideal  way  to  get  money 
from  the  rich  and  the  poor.  They  could 
purchase  freedom  from  God’s  punishment 
for  their  evil  acts.  Luther  rallied  against 
this  practice  and  since  the  papcy  was  a 
partner  in  the  action  to  restore  its  treasury, 
Luther  cried  out  and  nailed  his  statements 
to  the  church  doors  for  the  world  to  see 
and  learn.  He  was  successful  for  the  largest 
protestant  denomination  in  the  world, 
Lutheranism. 

We  must  not  overlook  the  other  pro¬ 


testors,  Wycliffe  in  England,  also  a  priest 
who  not  only  challenged  the  evils,  but  also 
used  the  printed  word  against  church 
dogma  to  spread  his  protest.  Zwingli, 
Huss,  Wesley,  Calvin,  Knox  and  Henry 
VIII  also  set  up  separate  churches  which 
still  exist  today. 

The  bible,  whose  reading  and  inter¬ 
pretation  had  been  the  exclusive  privilege 
of  the  clergy,  now  because  of  the  printing 
press,  made  reading  a  source  of  knowledge 
to  the  common  man.  Wycliffe  said  the 
bible  was  the  sole  source  of  belief  and  all 
men  should  read  and  interpret  it. 

You  may  ask  what  the  pope  was  doing 
all  through  this  period?  Not  to  excuse  them 
or  lay  the  blame  elsewhere,  they  were  in¬ 
volved  in  the  Great  Western  Schism,  the 
Moslem  invasion  and  the  internal  struggle 
for  power.  The  solution  agreed  upon  was 
to  elect  a  pope  free  from  the  ties  of  national 
politics.  This  idea  was  ideal  for  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  Papal  power  since  Italy  was  so 
divided,  it  could  not  compete  with  Spain, 
France  or  Germany  in  the  international 
political  sphere.  However  the  first  pope 
elected  during  the  post  reformation  period 
was  Hadrian,  an  austere  and  holy  Dut¬ 
chman.  Hadrian  died  in  office  after  a  year 
of  internal  maneuvers  and  external  wars. 
He  was  a  scholar  not  a  king  or  a  warrior. 
Clement  VII,  1523-1534  followed  Hadrian 
to  rule  as  pope,  however  to  this  day 
Clement  VII  is  considered  by  church 
historians  to  be  the  worst  of  all  of  the 
popes.  His  preoccupation  with  war  and 
politics  made  him  impervious  to  what  was 
happening  to  the  vital  issues  of  reform. 

Paul  III,  1534-1549  followed  Clement 
VII  as  pope.  Although  he  was  serious  and 
capable  as  a  ruler,  it  took  him  ten  years 
to  organize  a  council. 

THE  MODERNS 

The  Papacy  literally  has  been  in  the 
“middle  of  things”  since  St.  Peter  -  the 
first  pope.  For  example,  twenty-three  of 
the  first  twenty-five  popes  were  martyred, 
and  in  all  sorts  of  ways.  It  was  a  job  with 
a  very  short  future.  Thank  heavens  the  kill¬ 
ings  have  been  very  few  and  far  between. 
However,  the  popes  have  been  shot  at  and 
bombed  many  times.  Our  present  pope  did 
not  escape  this  attention,  he  was  shot  and 
thankfully  only  wounded. 

The  Popes  were  targets  of  both  savage 
tribes  and  sophisticated  armies,  even  those 
of  Napoleon.  It  has  been  a  very  exciting 
job  even  without  considering  the  dogmatic 
problems. 

We  have  gone  from  the  early  Popes 
through  the  Renaissance,  the  Reformation 
and  Post  Reformation  and  now  we  come 
to  the  Modern  Popes.  We  will  begin  with 


Leo  XIII  (1878-1903)  and  end  with  the 
presently  reigning  John  Paul  II.  I  promise 
you  a  lively  set  of  popes  living  through 
many  revolutions,  three  wars,  the  nuclear 
age  and  men  on  the  moon. 

Leo  XIII’s  background  was  that  of  a 
career  diplomat  with  great  courage,  in¬ 
credible  tact  and  absolute  integrity.  He  had 
served  as  the  Papal  Nuncio  to  many  Euro¬ 
pean  countries  and  was  a  constant  an¬ 
tagonist  of  Bismark.  He  enjoyed  such  a 
reputation  for  honesty  that  Bismark, 
despite  his  hatred  of  Catholicism,  asked 
him  to  be  the  Arbitor  of  a  dispute  involv¬ 
ing  the  Caroline  Islands.  Leo  was  singular¬ 
ly  successful  and  this  was  only  one  facet 
of  his  expertise.  His  reign  was  after  the  In¬ 
dustrial  Revolution  and  during  it's  spill¬ 
over  into  the  “Robber  Baron"  period  in 
the  United  States.  It  was  the  period  of  the 
Company  job,  the  Company  house  and  the 
Company  store  with  all  the  inherent  evils 
that  came  with  them.  It  invaded  all  forms 
of  Labor  and  Business.  The  evils  that 
resulted  were  horrendous.  Pope  Leo, 
recognizing  the  moral  wrongs  wrote  an  en¬ 
cyclical  on  the  rights  of  Labor  and  Capital. 
It  was  a  voice  crying  in  the  dark  that  was 
heard.  It  carefully  delineated  the  rights  of 
both  parties.  It  recognized  the  theory  of 
“An  honest  days  pay  for  an  honest  days 
work.”  It  caused  a  great  deal  of  social 
unrest,  but  was  a  huge  success.  FDR  used 
it  as  the  foundation  of  his  New  Deal. 

Leo’s  reign  was  filled  with  problems  of 
all  kinds  and  from  it  he  emerged  as  one 
of  the  most  celebrated  of  Popes.  He  set  the 
standards  for  his  successors  -  a  new  way 
to  deal  with  an  emerging  democratic 
world. 

Leo’s  successor  was  Pius  X  (1903-1914) 
whose  motto  was  “To  restore  all  things  in 
Christ.”  He  was  considered  a  deep  con¬ 
servative  yet  he  was  one  of  the  most  con¬ 
structive  reformers  in  Papal  History.  His 
transparent  goodness  and  humility  as  well 
as  his  resolution  caused  him  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  by  many  to  be  a  saint.  He  was  ac¬ 
tually  cannonized  on  May  29,  1954. 

His  successor,  Benedict  XV  (the 
smallest  pope  in  stature)  was  elevated  at 
the  outbreak  of  World  War  I.  He  was  a 
lawyer,  a  diplomat  and  an  outstanding 
scholar.  His  enforced  neutrality  did  not 
stop  him  from  protesting  the  unspeakable 
acts  of  the  belligerants.  He  set  up  a  bureau 
to  re-unite  members  of  separated  families. 
He  tried  to  bring  about  a  cessation  of 
hostilities,  but  each  side  thought  his  plan 
was  unacceptable  to  them  and  it  failed. 
Benedict  XV  was  indeed  a  paradox  under¬ 
stood  and  misunderstood  yet  all  the  while 
a  pope  of  peace  and  a  man  attempting  to 
(continued  on  page  6) 
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bring  the  "Peace  of  Christ"  to  a  world  of 
wars.  The  Turks  erected  a  statue  of  him 
and  called  him  "The  Great  Pope  in  a  world 
of  tragedy."  He  died  at  the  age  of  67 
(1922). 

Pius  XI  (1922-1939)  was  an  expert 
paleographer  and  a  keen  mountaineer.  He 
was  the  holder  of  three  University  degrees. 
A  scholar,  a  linguist  and  a  diplomat  of 
great  courage  he  concluded  Concordats 
and  other  agreements  with  twenty  states. 
His  motto  was  "Christ's  Peace  in  Christ's 
Kingdom."  His  Encyclicals  on  Catholic 
Education.  Family  Life,  Unemployment 
and  The  Arms  Race  were  materpieces  of 
insight  and  wisdom.  His  most  notable 
accomplishment  was  the  Lateran  Treaty 
with  Mussolini  in  1929  which  established 
the  Vatican  as  a  separate  State.  He  became 
pre-occupied  with  the  new  totalitarian 
states  and  the  Soviet  anti-christian  persecu¬ 
tions.  He  later  branded  Nazism  as  a  funda¬ 
mentally  anti-christian  philosophy.  Pius  XI 
was  a  scholar  Pope  who  considered  the  ad¬ 
vance  of  science  and  scholarship  a  personal 
challenge.  He  modernized  the  Vatican 
library  and  opened  it  to  the  scholars  and 
students  of  the  world.  He  installed  the 
radio  station  in  the  Vatican  and  was  the 
first  pope  to  use  it  and  communication  to 
the  world  was  established.  He  was  truly 
a  wise  and  learned  pope.  He  died  in 
February  1939. 

His  successor  was  Pius  XII  (March  1939 
-  October  1958).  I  had  the  good  fortune  to 
meet  this  pope  on  the  occasion  of  his  of¬ 
ficial  visit  to  the  United  States.  My  impres¬ 
sion  has  remained  vividly  in  my  mind  even 
today  about  60  years  later.  One  must  be 
aware  that  Pius  XII  was  an  accomplished 
diplomat  and  linguist.  He  served  a  nuncio 
to  Germany  and  entered  into  a  concordat 
with  Hitler.  The  latters  many  violations  of 
this  agreement  rendered  it  null  and  void. 
He  made  official  visits  to  Argentina. 
France,  Hungary  and  the  United  States. 
Pius  XII  (Cardinal  Pacelli)  was  elected  on 
the  third  ballot.  He  too  was  a  pope  of  Peace 
and  dedicated  his  life  to  the  "Peace  of 
Christ."  In  full  accord  with  the  concordats 
he  remained  neutral,  however  he  pleaded 
with  all  the  antagonists  to  stop  fighting.  He 
laid  down  five  principles  that  included 
disarmament,  recognition  of  primary  rights 
of  mankind  and  the  right  of  each  nation  to 
independence.  He  established  a  Pontifical 
Aid  Commission  for  the  relief  of  war  vic¬ 
tims.  He  made  Rome  a  refuge  for  Jews. 
He  suffered  the  war  and  its  victims  and 
agonized  over  the  mass  slaughter  of  human 
beings.  He  died  a  sad  man  who  was  more 
misunderstood  than  understood.  He  was 
ever  the  Vicar  of  Christ.  He  died  on  Oc¬ 
tober  9,  1958. 


His  successor,  John  XXIII  "The  Fat 
Pope"  called  the  first  Ecumenical  council 
in  the  history  of  the  Church  which  did  not 
deal  with  schisms  or  heresy,  but  was  to 
deal  with  the  modernization  of  the  church 
by  bringing  it  up  to  date.  It  certainly 
brought  about  a  change.  Old  customs  were 
discarded,  old  traditions  erased  and  in 
general  a  wonderment  if  the  church  would 
ever  right  itself.  John  by  his  nature  was  a 
gregarious  and  loving  man.  His  personality 
seemed  to  attract  all  people.  His  short  reign 
from  1958  to  1963  was  a  tumultuous  one. 
He  changed  and  updated  Canon  Law.  He 
opened  the  doors  and  windows  and  let  the 
spirit  of  modernism  blow  away  the  dust  of 
old  customs.  You  can  readily  imagine  the 
opposition  of  the  traditionalists  to  the 
changes.  Such  opposition  exists  to  this  day. 
John’s  greatest  hope  was  to  have  a  dialogue 
with  the  world  irrespective  of  creed.  His 
concern  for  Christian  unity  was  clearly  ex¬ 
pressed  with  his  exchange  of  greetings  with 
the  Patriach  Alexis  of  Moscow  and 
Patriarch  Athenagoras.  He  received  Arch¬ 
bishop  Fischer  of  Canterbury,  the  first 
Anglican  ever  to  be  received.  He  sent  of¬ 
ficial  observers  to  the  world  council  of 
churches.  He  deleted  words  in  the  Liturgy 
of  Good  Friday  which  were  offensive  to 
Jews.  His  accomplishments  were  many  in 
such  a  short  period.  The  New  York  Times 
wrote  that  few  Pontificates  had  captured 
the  imagination  of  the  world.  He  was  to 
many  people  the  Pope  of  The  World.  John 
XXIII  died  after  a  long  and  painful  illness 
on  June  3,  1963. 

Paul  VI  (Giovanni  Batista  Montini)  was 
at  one  time  Secretary  of  State  and  for 
reasons  of  health  resigned  and  taught 
diplomatic  history  at  the  Papal  Academy 
for  Diplomats.  Pope  Pius  XII  recognized 
his  brilliant  mind  and  offered  him  Car- 
dinalate  in  December  1947  which  he  refus¬ 
ed.  John  XXIII  appointed  him  Archbishop 
of  Milan.  This  was  an  enormous  diocese 
teeming  social  problems.  This  was  con¬ 
sidered  a  sign  of  Papal  punishment,  but 
Montini  worked  tirelessly  to  solve  the 
social,  political  and  economic  problems  of 
the  war  torn  diocese.  The  success  of  this 
work  made  John  XXIII  insist  that  he  ac¬ 
cept  the  "Red  Hat.”  Montini  was  elected 
June  21,  1963  and  took  the  name  Paul  VI. 
His  was  the  herculean  task  of  restoring 
order  to  an  upset  church.  His  was  the  job 
of  steering  a  good  course  through  the  sea 
of  revolution.  His  interest  in  ecumemism 
was  evidenced  by  his  meeting  with 
Michael  Ramsey,  Archbishop  of  Canter¬ 
bury  and  Patriarch  Athenagoras  in  July  at 
Istanbul  and  in  Rome  October  1967.  He 
became  the  first  modern  Pope  to  visit  the 
Holy  Land.  His  encyclicals  on  marriage 
and  human  life  were  rejected  by  the 


Lambeth  Conference  of  the  Anglican 
Church.  Paul  was  visably  shaken  by  this 
rejection  but  was  firmly  convinced  that  he 
was  right.  Very  few  popes  were  as 
tormented  as  Paul  by  the  defiance  of  Ar¬ 
chbishop  Marcel  Lefebere;  the  growth  of 
terrorism;  the  desertion  from  the  priest¬ 
hood  and  religious  life.  He  became  with¬ 
drawn  and  deeply  suffered  from  what  he 
felt  was  a  disobedient  and  dissenting 
clergy.  He  convened  International 
Episcopal  Synods  for  the  Priesthood, 
Evangelization,  and  Catechesis.  He  and 
Archbishop  Coggan  of  Canterbury  issued 
a  pledge  of  united  effort  toward  reunion. 
The  oppositoin  to  which  he  felt  was  uncall¬ 
ed  for  and  unjust  made  his  last  years  very 
unhappy.  He  who  throughout  his  priestly 
life  had  been  considered  a  radical  was  con¬ 
demned  as  an  archconservative  at  his 
dealth  on  August  6,  1978. 

Paul  Vi's  successor  was  John  Paul  I  who 
was  pope  for  33  days  and  died  very 
mysteriously  on  September  28,  1978.  He 
was  the  first  pope  to  take  two  names.  His 
death  is  still  an  unsolved  mystery. 

John  Paul  I  was  succeeded  b>  Karol  Wo- 
jyla  who  took  the  double  name  of  John 
Paul  II  and  is  presently  reigning.  He  wants 
to  be  the  pope  for  all  people  and  to  achieve 
it  has  traveled  to  the  ends  of  the  world.  His 
Pointificate  is  to  bring  the  world  back  to 
Jesus  through  his  mother  Mary.  He  has 
been  shot  in  an  assination  attempt.  This  has 
in  no  way  stopped  him  in  his  service  to 
God  through  the  Papacy. 

I  think  our  modern  popes  have  been  the 
best  series  of  popes  since  St.  Peter  and 
their  visibility  has  brought  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  Papacy  and  the  role  they 
play  in  our  moral  and  social  life. 

I  am  truly  grateful  for  this  opportunity 
to  expose  my  pleasure  in  writing  about  my 
hobby.

These  visits  were  informal  and  I  was  not 
recognized  as  a  GSNA  observer.

It  had  the  largest  complement  of 
YN’s  of  any  club  I  visited.  I  was  pleasant¬ 
ly  surprised  at  their  interest  and  activity. 

I  have  found  that  the  hobby  is  in  good 
shape  and  ready  for  the  surge  that  is  sure 
to  come. 

I  believe  and  hope  that  1989  will  be  a 
much  better  year  than  1988.  Most  clubs 
seem  to  be  moving  forward.  The  only 
negative  point  was  the  failure  of  members 
to  serve  as  officers  or  directors.  To 
counteract  this  I  think  we  should  em¬ 
phasize  the  honor  that  it  is  to  serve  rather 
than  be  served.  I  also  believe  there  should 
be  more  intercommunication  between 
clubs  and  that  invitations  should  be  sent  to 
other  clubs  to  have  them  participate  in 
numismatic  or  social  activities.  This  can 
broaden  knowledge  and  encourage  mutual 
co-operation.
